THE HISTORY OF “ GOB.”

Showing How .a.Good Word Has Been and 
Is Much Abused. 


A good example of a degenerate word is 
“rob.” 

As a noun this is- now vulgarly applied 
to the mouth, and’as a verb it means to 
swallow. “Shut your gob!’’.is a polite. 
invitation to silence among certain 
classes ef society. 

Says Tom Cringle in the first chapter of 
Mickael Scott’s famons sea story: 

‘Il thrust half a doubled up muffin into 
my gob.” 3 

But the word itself is a very ancient 
and respectable one. ‘‘Gob’” formerly 
meant,in a general sense, a small por- 
tion, mass, or collection of anything. 

In its longer form of ‘“‘gobbet’’ it is 
found not infrequently in Piers Plow- 
man, Chaucer and Wrycliffe. It was 
often used literally or metaphorically to 
describe a mouthful or a piece of any- 
thing just large enough or fit to be put 
into the mouth at once. 

In Ludowick. Barty’s comedy of Ram- 
Alley, published in 1611, one of the éhar- 
ucters says that “Throate, the lawyer, 
swallowed at one gob” certain land ‘for 
less than half the worth.” 

A hundred and sixty years later, Foote, 
in his farce, “‘The Cozeners,’’ describes 
how “‘D-ctor Dewlap twisted down such 
gobs of fat.”’ 

The old general meaning seems to have 
survivedin America. In Mark Twain’s 
“Innocents Abroad,’’ Gibraltar is de- 
scribed as “pushed cut into the sea on 
the end of a flat, narrow strip of land, 
and is suggestive of ‘a gob’ of mud on 
the end of a shingle.”’

furnace heated seven times more than it 
was wont. 

In the New Testament nearly every- 
thing occurs by sevens, and atthe end of 
the sacred volume we read of seven 
churches, seven candlesticks, seven spir- 
its, seven scales, seven stats, seven thun- 
ders, seven vials, seven plagues, seven 
angels and a seyen-headed monster. Such 
| are merely a few instances of the sacred 
' use ofthe number common to all nations | 
and to all religions. —Chrtstian Observer.
